REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  the  Citizens  of  Everett — 

In  accordance  with  law  and  custom  the  School  Committee 
submits  its  twenty -fifth  report  for  your  consideration. 

Inasmueh  as  the  Superintendent  is  expected  to  report  at 
length  upon  the  finanees  and  sehool  polieies  it  is  our  purpose 
merely  to  set  forth  and  discuss  briefly  those  features  whieh 
distinguish  the  year  1917  from  former  years,  and  those  de- 
velopments of  sehool  organization  that  have  required  the 
most  administrative  attention. 

There  has  been  a eondition  of  unrest  throughout  the  de- 
partment for  the  past  year,  due  to  our  country’s  entering  the 
war  and  to  loeal  politics.  Our  school  system  has  had  its 
share  of  the  unsettled  condition,  but  the  Committee  feel 
that  in  the  coming  year  there  will  be  a change  for  the  better. 

Because  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the  priee  of  all  school  sup- 
plies the  Committee  has  made  purehases  in  anticipation  of 
the  advance.  By  so  doing  the  saving  on  paper  alone  has 
been  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  inereased  eost  of  living  made  it  imperative  that  our 
teaehers  and  janitors  should  receive  higher  salaries.  A sub- 
eommittee  eonsisting  of  Hon.  Herbert  P.  Wasgatt,  Freder- 
iek  E.  Jennings,  Esq.,  and  Winfred  L.  Howe,  M.  D.  was  chos- 
en to  eonsider  this  subject  and  report. 

This  committee  met  and  voted  to  reeommend  to  the  Board 
that  teaehers  in  the  elementary  grades  should  receive  an 
advanee  of  fifty  dollars  eaeh  beyond  the  existing  maximum 
of  $700  and  that  there  should  be  an  increase  of  one  hundred 
fifty  dollars  for  eaeh  janitor  of  a four-room  building  and  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  eare  of  an  eight-room  building. 
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December  22,  1916  the  Committee  voted  in  favor  of  all  in- 
creases recommended  by  this  special  committee. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  May  11  for  the  election  of 
teachers  and  fixing  of  salaries  it  was  voted  that  the  minimum 
salary  for  a primary  or  grammar  school  teacher  should  be  six 
hundred  dollars  and  that  both  the  regular  September  in- 
creases and  the  special  increases  for  janitors  and  for  teachers 
receiving  not  over  seven  hundred  dollars  should  take  effect 
as  of  January  1,  1917. 

Because  of  the  unusual  delay  in  the  passage  of  the  annual 
budget  the  arrearage  due  under  this  vote  was  not  paid  until 
August. 

Unsettled  conditions  have  caused  many  changes  in  the 
janitor  service.  Since  September  1 there  have  been  seven 
different  men  in  the  two  positions  at  the  main  High  School 
building. 

Through  the  good  judgment  of  our  Committee  on  Fuel 
our  schools  have  been  kept  well  supplied  with  coal  up  to  the 
Christmas  vacation.  Lack  of  bin  room  prevented  the  stor- 
age of  a full  year’s  supply  at  some  of  the  buildings.  Because 
of  the  shortage  it  is  now  impossible  to  buy  coal  and  schools 
will  reopen  a little  later  than  usual  on  a part  time  plan. 

The  marriage  of  Miss  Estelle  F.  Cambpell  has  deprived  the 
schools  of  a faithful  and  competent  worker.  Her  successful 
career  as  a teacher  began  as  an  assistant  at  the  Mt.  Wash- 
ington School  in  1894  and  she  won  her  way  to  the  principal- 
ship  af  the  Lafayette  School  in  1902.  Miss  Campbell  saw 
the  enrollment  there  increase  from  224  to  464  and  she  retired 
February  16  followed  by  the  respect  and  esteem  of  pupils, 
parents  and  Committee. 

We  have  been  unfortunate  this  year  in  the  loss  of  two  of 
our  members,  due  to  the  death  of  Albert  W.  Lewis  and  the 
failure  of  Herbert  P.  Wasgatt  to  return  as  a candidate  for 
reelection. 

Albert  W.  Lewis  was  born  in  Charlestown,  November  29, 
1840  and  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  that 
city.  He  was  the  son  of  Seth  W.  and  Sarah  (Stone)  Lewis. 
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Enlisting  in  1861  he  served  in  the  Eleventh  Massachu- 
setts Light  Battery.  In  1863  he  married  Mary  E.  Parker, 
a direct  descendant  of  Capt.  John  Parker  who  commanded 
the  Minute  Men  at  the  battle  of  Lexington.  They  estab- 
lished their  home  in  Everett  in  A];ril,  1865. 

For  twelve  years  he  was  clerk  and  timekeeper  at  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard. 

vSoon  after  the  erection  of  the  building  in  1872,  he  identi- 
fied himself  with  the  First  Universalist  Church.  Beginning 
March  20,  1883  he  was  continuously  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  was  Moderator  from  1909  until  his  death. 

He  joined  Howard  Lodge  I.  O.  O.  F.  in  1866,  was  charter 
member  of  Palestine  Lodge  A.  F.  & A.  M.  and  became  a mem- 
ber of  Waverly  Royal  Arch  Chapter  in  1867. 

From  1886  to  1892  he  was  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  was  the  chairman  for  the  last  six  years  of 
his  service. 

His  first  term  on  the  School  Committee  began  March  1, 
1874  and  except  for  the  year  1879  he  served  continuously 
until  1896,  at  which  time  he  was  not  a candidate  for  re- 
election.  Becoming  again  a member  January  1,  1898  he 
remained  such  until  his  death  December  28,  1917. 

In  1895  and  during  the  two  years  1896  and  1897  when  he 
was  not  a member,  Mr.  Lewis  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  Com- 
mittee, a distinction  that  has  been  given  to  no  other  person 
not  a member  or  employee  of  the  Board.  His  total  period  of 
service  to  the  schools  of  Everett  was  almost  forty-three  years, 
the  last  thirty-eight  of  which  were  consecutive.  In  recogni- 
tion of  his  long  and  valuable  service  the  Albert  W.  Lewis 
School  on  Floyd  vSt.  was  named  in  his  honor. 

During  much  of  this  time  Mr.  Lewis  was  a member  of 
important  purchasing  committees  such  as  Fuel  and  Supplies. 
He  was  made  a member  of  the  Sub-committee  on  School- 
houses  when  it  was  organized  in  1892  and  most  of  the  time 
thereafter.  From  1903  till  1913  when  ill  health  compelled 
him  to  decline  a reappointment  he  was  chairman  of  this  im- 
portant committee  and  gave  the  buildings  his  constant  and 
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anxious  attention.  Practically  all  the  time  after  the  Warren 
and  Franklin  buildings  were  erected  he  was  chairman  of  the 
sub-committee  and  had  special  oversight  over  these  schools. 

The  Committee  deeply  regret  the  loss  of  their  co-worker. 
His  unassuming  manners,  his  devotion  to  Everett  and  her 
public  schools,  his  long  service  to  the  city  and  wonderful 
knowledge  of  school  history  and  conditions,  and  his  intuitive 
insight  into  all  problems  pertaining  to  school  work  endeared 
him  to  his  associates  and  enhanced  the  value  of  his  service. 

The  retirement  of  Hon.  H.  P.  Wasgatt  leaves  a vacancy 
that  it  will  be  hard  to  fill.  Mr.  Wasgatt 's  thorough  business 
training  and  keen  interest  in  everything  that  pertains  to  the 
City  of  Everett  makes  his  loss  to  the  schools  and  to  the  city 
an  exceptionally  hard  one.

His  long  and 
faithful  service  covered  the  entire  period  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment from  the  time  Everett  became  separated  from  Malden, 
and  he  has  left  a record  of  valuable  achievement. 

REvSOLVED,  that  we  deeply  sympathize  with  those  who  were 
bound  to  our  late  associate  by  the  nearest  and  dearest  ties, 
and  commend  them  for  consolation  to  Him  who  orders  all 
things  for  the  best,  and  whose  chastisements  are  meant  in 
mercy. 
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SUPERINTENDENT  S REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Everett’. — Four  events  notable 
in  the  history  of  Everett  marked  the  year  1892;  the  accept- 
ance of  the  gift  of  Albert  N.  Parlin  for  the  Parlin  Memorial 
Library,  the  appropriation  of  $53,000  for  a high  school  build- 
ing, the  adoption  of  a city  charter,  and  the  completion  of  the 
first  full  year  under  the  present  plan  of  school  supervision. 

In  this  anniversary  report,  it  is  fitting  to  make  some 
comparison  of  present  conditions  with  those  of  twenty-five 
years  ago.  With  this  in  view,  the  following  figures  have 
been  tabulated  for  the  fiscal  years  of  the  Town  and  City.

During  this  period  the  city  has  cx])endcd  $4,101,487.44 
for  the  maintenance  of  schools,  and  has  erected  fourteen 
schoolhouses  at  a cost  including  land  of  $822,780.  If  water 
rates,  insurance,  interest  and  other  items  not  always  charged 
against  schools  were  included,  the  total  would  reach  fully 
$5,000,000,  about  one-seventh  the  present  valuation. 

Membership  and  Attendance 

The  population  and  elementary  school  membership  have 
increased  nearly  200  per  cent,  the  Evening  School  is  ten  times 
as  large  and  the  High  School  nearly  twelve  times  as  large  as 
in  1892.  The  proportion  of  boys  in  the  High  School  in  1917 
was  nearly  one-half,  instead  of  one-third,  and  the  figures  show 
that  three  times  as  large  a percentage  of  the  registered  pupils 
graduated  from  the  high  and  grammar  schools.  The  ])er  cent 
of  attendance  has  improved  and  the  tardiness  compared  on 
the  basis  of  membership  is  far  less  than  one-half  and  not 
much  more  than  one-third  that  of  twenty-five  years  ago. 

Cost  per  Pupil 

The  increase  of  seventy-five  per  cent  in  the  cost  per 
pupil  in  all  day  schools  is  partly  explained  by  the  greater 
variety  of  opportunity  offered.  In  1892  there  were  no  super- 
visors, no  special  teachers  and  no  truant  officers  giving  full 
time  to  the  work.  Now  we  have  supervisors  of  music  and 
drawing,  two  attendance  officers  who  divide  their  time  be- 
tween enforcing  the  attendance  laws  and  supervising  physi- 
cal training.  In  the  grades  there  are  three  teachers  of  house- 
hold arts  for  girls  and  three  of  shop  work  for  boys.  The  High 
School  has  added  drawing  and  three  practical  courses. 

Two-thirds  of  the  increase  is  explained  by  the  increase 
in  salaries.  These  are  fifty  per  cent  higher  than  in  1892. 
This  increase  is  equally  true  of  other  municipal  dejpartments. 
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City  laborers  now  receive  three  dollars  per  day  instead  of 
two,  a fifty  per  cent  increase. 

A third  reason  is  that  the  high  school  is  reaching  a far 
larger  part  of  the  population.  If  its  membership  had  merely 
kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  population,  we  should  have 
had  there,  in  1917,  an  average  membership  of  219  instead  of 
912.  When  the  furnishing  of  equivalent  high  school  oppor- 
tunities to  all  children  attracts  large  numbers  of  students,  we 
must  expect  to  pay  the  additional  cost  for  secondary  educa- 
tion. You  will  note  that  the  cost  per  pupil  in  the  high  school 
has  not  increased  as  rapidly  as  that  in  the  elementary 
schools. 

It  may  be  needless  to  say  that  this  increase  in  the  aver- 
age cost  per  pupil  in  all  day  schools  is  equally  true  for  other 
communities.  Whereas  the  average  cost  in  Everett  has  in- 
creased to  S35.23  in  1917,  the  State  average  for  that  year  was 
reported  as  $45.10. 

The  High  School  of  1892  and  1917. 

In  his  report  to  me.  Principal  Rock  wood,  who  took 
charge  of  Everett  High  School  in  the  fall  of  1893,  and  under 
whose  splendid  leadership  this  transformation  has  taken 
place,  says  this  of  comparative  conditions: 

“Twenty-five  years  ago  there  were  no  science  labora- 
tories, no  drawing  rooms,  no  kitchen,  no  sewing  room,  no 
lunch  room,  no  print  shop,  no  work  shops;  today,  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  building  is  devoted  to  laboratory  and  shop 
work  of  various  kinds. 

“Then, over  70  percent  of  the  students  were  pursuing  the 
College  Course,  made  up  mainly  of  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics 
and  History;  now,  about  one-fourth  of  the  pupils  are  taking 
that  course,  with  Greek  omitted,  and  the  course  largely  en- 
riched with  Science  and  Modern  Language. 

“Then,  there  were  practically  no  electives;  now,  every 
course  is  rich  with  them. 

“44ien, [there  were  no  directly  vocational  subjects, a short 
course  in  theoretical  Peokkeeping  being  the  nearest  approaeh ; 
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today,  a pupil  may  study  Stenography,  Typewriting,  Aeeount- 
ing.  Dressmaking,  Cooking,  Millinery,  Drafting,  Cabinet- 
making, Woodturning  and  Maehine  Shop  Work,  all  training 
directly  for  industrial  promotion. 

“Then,  the  school  was  much  like  every  other  high  school  in 
the  State;  today,  it  is  trying  to  serve  more  nearly  the  com- 
munity in  which  it  is  placed,  and  varies  widely  from  many 
other  schools  of  Massachusetts. 

“The  spirit  of  all  the  changes  of  twenty-five  years  is  em- 
bodied in  the  attempt  to  bring  our  students  into  closer  touch 
with  present  social  and  industrial  conditions. “ 

Evening  School 

In  recent  years  the  complete  equipment  of  the  High 
School  for  scientific,  industrial,  commercial  and  household 
arts  work  has  been  utilized  for  Evening  School  and  the  com- 
parison above  shows  that  it  has  met  a public  demand  with- 
out increased  cost  per  pupil. 

Grading  and  Promotion 

In  his  second  report,  from  which  facts  have  been  drawn 
for  this  comparison,  Supt.  Condon  included  an  extended  dis- 
cussion of  the  promotion  and  grading  of  pupils  and  showed 
that  whereas  a child  might  be  expected  to  enter  at  five  years 
of  age  and,  advancing  a grade  each  year,  enter  the  senior  year 
of  high  school  at  seventeen,  only  a very  few,  twenty-seven 
out  of  two  thousand,  were  advancing  faster,  while  more  than 
half  were  from  one  to  nine  years  behind  the  schedule. 

As  remedies,  he  proposed  more  rapid  advancement  at 
first,  special  promotion  of  individual  pupils,  and  an  ungraded 
school  for  backward  children.  In  succeeding  years  experi- 
ments were  made  with  ungraded  classes  and  with  the  Batavia 
plan  of  special  help  for  slower  pupils.  The  primary  work  was 
made  simpler  and  better  suited  to  the  ability  of  the  ordinary 
child,  assistants  were  employed  to  work  with  individuals 
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and  small  groups  and  extra  promotion  was  given  to  capable 
children. 

In  September,  1910,  the  rule  went  into  effect  that  to 
enter  school  in  September  a child  must  be  six  years  old  before 
the  first  day  of  the  following  December,  thus  raising  the  en- 
trance age  from  five  years  to  five  years  and  nine  months, 
thereby  insuring  greater  maturity.  As  additional  means  for 
adapting  the  grading  of  different  children,  we  now  have  four 
ungraded  classes;  coaching  assistants  are  employed  as  far  as 
funds  permit,  the  grading  system  has  been  made  elastic  by 
pro\  iding  different  rates  of  speed  for  slow,  normal,  and  rapid 
children,  as  was  explained  in  the  report  of  1912,  and  the  point 
system  of  promotion  is  continued  in  the  high  school. 

Three  tables  have  been  prepared  to  show  the  result  of 
what  has  been  done  to  meet  the  criticisms  of  1892. 

The  first  table  shows  the  proportion  of  the  total  member- 
ship enrolled  in  each  grade  with  the  average  age.  This  aver- 
age is  based  on  full  years  only,  and  is  therefore  too  young  in 
each  case  by  five  or  six  months,  but  being  the  same  for  each 
year  it  answers  for  comparison.  The  points  to  be  observed  in 
this  table  are  that  the  clogging,  due  to  repeaters  in  the  first 
grade,  has  been  largely  overcome,  the  average  age  of  children 
in  each  grade  is  less  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  are  three- 
fourths  of  a year  older  at  entrance,  and  they  advance  with 
greater  uniformity,  approximating  the  theoretical  intervals 
of  one  year  between  grades. 

The  second  table  is  based  on  the  assumption  of  the  dis- 
cussion in  the  report  of  1892  that  children  entering  at  five 
are  five  years  old  in  the  first  grade,  six  in  the  second  and  so  on, 
and  classifies  them  as  normal,  if  of  standard  age,  and  slow  or 
rapid,  if  above  or  below  it.  The  full  flexibility  and  achieve- 
ment of  the  present  grading  is  not  shown  in  the  tables,  be- 
cause all  pupils  in  our  intermediate  divisions  are  classed  with 
the  grade  below,  although  most  of  them  have  made  sub- 
stantial i)rogress  toward  the  grade  above.  The  full  signi- 
ficance of  this  statement  can  be  realized  by  examining  Table 
L in  the  apjjendix  to  this  report.  For  instance,  the  ninety- 
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six  IVC3  children  are  classed  as  Grade  IV  in  these  three 
tables,  although  they  have  done  three-fourths  of  the  work 
necessary  to  enter  Grade  V.  The  VIIIC2  pupils  are  included 
with  Grade  IX  in  these  tables,  because  they  will  complete 
that  work  and  enter  high  school  next  September. 

In  the  third  table,  six  years  old  in  Grade  I is  taken  as  the 
standard,  because  this  is  nearer  the  average  age  in  that  grade 
and  near  the  age  required  for  entrance. 

Located  by  either  standard  there  were  in  1917  fewer  slow 
pupils  and  more  of  the  normal  and  rapid  progress  than  in  1892. 
By  the  standard  of  the  earlier  entrance  in  the  secqnd  table 
there  were  seventy-two  slow  pupils  per  hundred  in  1917 
against  eighty-five  in  1892.  There  were  twice  as  many 
normal  and  four  times  as  many  who  were  ahead  of  time. 
Compared  by  the  more  suitable  standard  of  the  third  table 
there  were,  in  1917,  one-half  as  many  slow  and  twice  as  many 
rapid  progress  pupils  per  hundred. 

In  1892,  eighty-nine  pupils  received  speeial  promotion; 
in  1917,  five  hundred  eighty-one  were  advancing  faster  than 
the  regular  rate. 

At  least  a partial  answer  has  been  made  to  the  question 
of  1892.  '‘How  ean  provision  be  made  for  the  quicker,  older 
and  more  industrious  pupils?” 

SCHOOLS  UNDER  WAR  CONDITIONS 

The  problem  of  the  year  has  been  how  to  maintain  the 
usual  school  standards  under  the  stress  and  distraction  of  war 
preparation 

ATTENDANCE 

In  the  country,  as  a whole,  there  has  been  less  than  the 
usual  increase  in  school  membership.  Our  average  for  1917 
was  7255  against  7147  in  1916.  The  December  membership 
was  7364  in  1916,  but  only  7299  in  1917.  Instead  of  the  usual 
increase  of  fifty  per  year,  the  high  school  average  membership 
has  been  less  than  it  was  two  years  ago.  The  following  figures 
show  that  many  are  employed:

Conditions  arising  from  the  effects  of  the  war  are  said 
to  be  responsible  for  an  increase  in  America  of  65  per  cent  in 
juvenile  crime.  There  has  certainly  been  a marked  increase 
of  wanton  and  malicious  mischief  in  this  city,  and  the  following 
summary  shows  an  increase  in  the  work  of  our  attendance 
officers.

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Expenditures 

In  part,  at  least,  because  of  war  prices,  the  salaries  of 
janitors  and  women  teachers  each  will  be  from  one  hundred 
to  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  more  in  1918  than  they  were  in 
1916. 

The  price  of  supplies  has  advanced  from  forty  to  fifty 
per  cent,  necessitating  rather  rigid  economy. 

This  year,  soft  coal  has  cost  -19.25  per  ton  instead  of 
S5.55.  Because  of  the  shortage  in  fuel,  it  has  been  impossible 
to  re-fill  the  bins  as  usual  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The 
Christmas  recess  has  been  extended  to  January  14th  for  the 
High  School  and  to  January  22d  for  the  others.  Nine  grade 
buildings  will  then  be  opened  in  which  all  pupils  in  the  city 
of  grades  one  to  eight  will  receive  three  hours  of  school,  either 
from  9.00  to  12.00  or  12.30  to  3.30.  Parlin  pupils  will  use  the 
High  School  building  after  12.30. 

Use  of  School  Buildings 

School  halls  and  buildings  have  been  used  with  unusual 
freedom  for  public  purposes  connected  with  the  war.  The 
Devens  building  was  headquarters  for  the  Exemption  Board 
during  the  summer,  and  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  has  used 
one  or  more  rooms  at  the  High  School,  and  six  other  buildings 
for  their  evening  work. 

The  Story  Hour  program  planned  by  the  Friday  Club 
has  been  postponed  because  of  the  considerable  amount  of 
fuel  that  would  be  required  to  heat  the  halls.  No  use  has 
been  made  of  buildings  for  home  and  school  associations  or 
social  functions. 

Evening  School 

Because  of  the  fuel  shortage,  the  Evening  Sehool  will 
close  January  17th.  Immigration  having  praetically  ceased, 
only  two  illiterates  have  been  registered  this  year,  but  the 
unusual  demand  for  clerks  and  stenographers  has  increased 
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the  size  and  caliber  of  the  classes  in  shorthand  and  bookkeep- 
ing. 

A class  in  radio  and  buzzer  work  for  men  of  Class  I in  the 
National  Army  has  been  organized  and  will  be  continued  un- 
til the  members  reach  the  required  proficiency. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

'Mr.  Rockwood  has  contributed  these  paragraphs  con- 
cerning High  School  activities: 

Industrial  Conditions 

“Never  has  there  been  such  a call  for  workers  as  now, 
and  at  wages  undreamed  of  in  previous  conditions  of  industry. 
Girls,  fresh  from  High  School,  and  with  little  or  no  experience, 
are  in  constant  demand  at  prices  ranging  from  ten  to  eighteen 
dollars  per  week,  while  boys  command  from  twelve  to  twenty- 
four  dollars  per  week. 

“Many,  who  leave  school  to  go  to  work,  are  compelled 
to  do  so  by  the  high  cost  of  living;  others,  attracted  by  high 
wage,  are  willing  to  sacrifice  their  schooling  for  employment. 

Social  and  Economic  Loss 

“This  entails  upon  the  country  not  only  a social  loss 
but  an  economic  loss  as  well. 

“Never  has  there  been  such  a call  for  trained  workers, — 
trained  both  in  the  fundamentals  of  education  and  in  the 
specialized  training  of  highly  organized  industries.  Big  men 
of  affairs  tell  us  that  there  will  be  a tremendous  need  of  train- 
ed, creative  workers,  when  the  war  is  over,  and  are  constantly 
emjjhasizing  the  ini]Jortance  of  keeping  our  youth  in  school 
and  college.  It  is  unfortunate,  then,  that  so  many  of  our 
\'oung  jjcople  are  sacrificing  both  the  future  needs  of  the 
country  and  their  own  later  success  to  present  financial 
o]>portunity. 
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Enlistment  from  the  school 

‘‘A  Service  Flag,  with  48  stars,  hangs  in  our  hall.  This 
represents  the  enlistments  of  the  undergraduates  and  the 
graduates  of  the  Class  of  1916,  the  last  class  to  finish  its 
work  previous  to  the  declaration  of  war. 

“In  addition,  we  have  an  Honor  Roll  of  nearly  500 
former  students,  who  are  now  in  the  service.  It  is  impossible 
to  complete  this  list,  for  our  boys  have  enlisted  from  many 
states,  and  even  from  foreign  countries,  and  in  many  forms 
of  service.  At  Christmas  time,  I received  messages  from 
China,  the  Philippines,  England,  France,  Canada,  Italy, 
Panama,  from  ships  in  foreign  and  domestic  waters,  and  from 
many  camps  in  America,  all  from  lads  who  are  giving  their 
best  to  their  country.  I am  proud  of  everyone  of  them,  and 
am  glad  to  feel  that  they  absorbed  something  of  that  spirit 
for  which  the  school  is  trying  to  stand, — the  spirit  of  service. 

First  Naval  Unit 

“Early  in  April,  the  First  Naval  Unit  of  the  Everett 
High  vSehool,  consisting  of  14  under-graduates,  enlisted  in  the 
Coast  Patrol. 

“In  August,  Adelbert  Bicknell,  one  of  their  number  was 
drowned  at  'Bumkin  Island.  Four  of  their  number  are  on 
leave  of  absence  to  continue  their  studies,  and  the  remainder 
are  in  general  service  in  the  Navy. 

“The  conception  of  this  Unit  belongs  to  Albert  Jeffrey, 
of  the  Class  of  1917.  So  far  as  I have  been  able  to  ascertain, 
it  was  the  first  naval  unit  to  be  enlisted  from  any  high  school 
in  the  country. 

Farm  Service  Enlistments 

“Last  May,  in  response  to  the  call  of  the  State  Commit- 
tee of  Safety,  about  125  boys  indicated  their  intention  of 
enlisting.  The  State  Committee,  however,  found  that  the 
supply  much  exceeded  the  demand,  at  first,  and  it  was  July, 
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before  the  eall  eame.  Twenty-eight  of  our  boys  went  to 
various  eamps  and  generally  served,  until  mid-Oetober. 

“I  visited  the  two  largest  eamps,  at  Whitefield  N.  H., 
and  Bolton,  Mass.,  and  found  things  very  satisfactory  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  boys  and  their  employers. 

“At  Bolton,  the  boys  were  under  the  efficient  care  of  Mr. 
Bobinson,  of  the  Melrose  High  School,  and  were  paid  by  the 
farmers  at  the  uniform  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  hour.  This 
proved  satisfactory  to  both  parties.  Some  of  the  boys  saved 
from  five  to  eight  dollars  a week,  throughout  the  summer. 

“I  talked  with  several  of  the  farmers  and  found  that, 
while  manv  were  skeptical,  at  first,  about  the  value  of  city 
boy  labor  on  the  farms,  they  had  been  converted  by  their  ex- 
perience. All  that  I met  expressed  the  determination  to  em- 
ploy this  kind  of  labor  to  a much  greater  extent,  next  year. 
If  this  sentiment  prevails  in  other  sections  of  New  England, 
the  demand  for  school  boys  in  the  farm  service  will  be  very 
strong  next  spring. 

Other  Forms  of  Service 

“For  several  months,  the  girls  in  our  Domestic  Science 
classes  have  been  engaged  in  sewing  for  the  Red  Cross. 
Other  students  have  been  engaged  in  aiding  the  First  and 
Second  Libert}^  Loan  drives,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  War  Fund  and 
the  Red  Cross  Membership  Campaign.  When  school  closed 
in  December,  many  of  our  teachers  and  132  pupils  were  giving 
their  afternoons  and  evenings  to  some  form  of  service, — to 
the  Draft,  to  the  Medical  and  Legal  Boards,  to  the  Red  Cross 
or  to  other  forms  of  charitable  work. 

“The  feeling  that  the  responsibility  of  service  falls  upon 
every  one  and  the  cheerful  and  enthusiastic  meeting  of  that 
responsibility  is  the  most  valuable  lesson  the  school  can 
teach.” 

Elementary  Schools 

Fui)i]s  below  the  High  vSehool  gave  their  part  of  the  $176 
contributed  by  the  Everett  pupils  for  the  children  of  France. 
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They  have  been  aetive  in  the  distribution  of  the  many  war 
eireulars.  As  yet  no  junior  organizations  have  l)een  author- 
ized in  the  grade  sehools,  but  o])portunity  is  given  each  child 
to  work  for  the  Red  Cross  or  to  give  materials  or  money. 
Any  excess  money  not  needed  in  the  purchase  of  materials  for 
workers  who  cannot  buy  for  themselves  will  l^e  used  in  some 
form  for  soldiers’  relief. 

Teachers 

Two  teachers  have  enlisted.  vSome  have  entered  and 
others  are  preparing  to  enter  the  government  clerical  service. 
All  have  borne  their  full  share  in  the  ''Other  Forms  of  vSer- 
vice  described  under  High  School.  Nearly  all  are  members 
of  the  Red  Cross. 

A subordinate  thought  in  their  contribution  of  $105  to 
furnish  a room  at  the  Whidden  Alemorial  Hospital  in  memory 
of  Arthur  W.  Bennett  was  that  this  institution  may  be  called 
on  to  care  for  disabled  soldiers. 

The  Teachers’  Club  gave  $50  to  the  Red  Cross  in  the 
memory  of  Albert  W.  Lewis,  and  has  pledged  the  service  of 
its  one  hundred  seventy  members  to  the  Everett  Branch. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  numerotis  addresses 
during  the  year  was  that  of  Mary  Boyle  O’Reilley  who  gave 
"Three  Years  in  the  War  Zone”  as  the  annual  lecture  of  . 
the  Club. 

There  is  a practically  unanimous  response  to  President 
Wilson’s  call  for  clerical  work  in  filling  out  the  occupation 
cards  of  Everett’s  3557  registered  men. 

Each  teacher  is  an  agent  for  the  sale  of  Thrift  vStamps  and 
certificates  to  and  through  the  pupils  with  the  Post  Office  as 
headquarters.  Weekly  reports  of  sales  are  made  to  the  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

The  Common  Aim 

Of  course  larger  and  better  equipped  organizations  have 
done  more,  but  I am  sure  no  school  body  of  pupils  and  teach- 
ers has  shown  a more  willing  spirit.  It  is  an  inspiration  to 
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feel  that  we  are  moving  with  millions  of  other  citizens  to  the 
support  of  our  country  and  our  flag. 

We  arc  surely  trying  to  respond  to  the  earnest  appeal 
of  our  educational  leaders  that  in  these  days  of  trial  there 
shall  be  no  diminution  of  school  privileges,  and  that  the  op- 
portunity shall  be  improved  to  inculcate  high  ideals  of  de- 
mocracy and  of  service. 

AN  URGENT  NEED 

While  this  is  not  a suitable  time  to  discuss  or  urge  any 
general  extension  of  school  opportunities  and  facilities,  there 
is  one  matter  that  should  receive  immediate  consideration, — 
the  provision  of  more  room  and  better  accommodations  for 
the  vScience  Department  in  the  High  School.  A commission, 
appointed  during  the  administration  of  Mayor  Chambers,  to 
consider  this,  made  a report  and  recommendation  providing 
additional  room,  but  nothing  further  has  been  done.  Unless 
some  such  plan  is  carried  out,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to 
make  extensive  repairs  upon  the  plumbing  of  the  inadequate 
rooms  now  in  use  for  laboratories. 

These  laboratories  never  received  an  appropriation  for 
equi]mient  and  have  been  maintained  by  meager  annual  ex- 
penditures. 

The  increasing  number  of  students  in  this  department, 
the  importance  of  scientific  training,  and  the  close  relation- 
such  training  has  to  the  life  purposes  and  ambitions  of  stud- 
ents from  an  industrial  community,  render  it  imperative  that 
something  should  be  done  to  provide  the  needed  rooms  and 
equipment.
